M anila, Nov. 14 (A‘i 
T he story of 
the Inhum an bayoneting and b in n ­ 
ing a live of two A m erican airm en 
was added today to the long list of 
atrocities charged against Japanese 
soldiers in tile Philippines. 
Bodies of the fliers, gunners from 
a tw in-engined plane th a t crashed 
off Cebu, were found by an A m eri­ 
can officer in charge of graves regis­ 
tratio n who told the U. 8. M ilitary 
com m ission trying lit G en. T onuw u- 
kl Yam a.shita on w ar crim es charges 
of tile atrocity,

of

hacks, and said he had found 
m arks at the base of the m en ’s 
necks 
w here 
they 
had 
been 
struck by a heavy instrum ent. 
A F ilipino told him the m en had 
been bayoneted 
beside a hole, 
their trod irs covered w ith g aso­ 
line and ignited. O ne m an stru g ­ 
gled 
to the edge of the 
hide 
where his pleas for w aler were 
met w ith a deluge of gasoline 
w hich Japanese soldiers ignited 
aguilt.

Tile prosecution .speedily presented 
a series of new w itnesses who told 
of o th er bayonet killings and b u rn ­ 
ing of civilians throughout th e a rc h i­ 
pelago. 


One w om an, w hose husband 
had his tongue cut out by the 
Japanese w as intercepted before 
the courtroom and found in a 
routine search 
to be carrying 
two rock* in her purse. Asked 
w hat they were for, she said: 
W om en A ssaulted 
•‘To throw at dogs." 
T his wom an and a 16-year- 
old girl told of being assaulted 
at T anau an, B atangas province, 
by Japan ese who killed SOO c i­ 
vilians on or about February IO 
tills year.

MURDER TRIAL 
IS OPENED; FIVE 
WOMEN ON JURY 


Tile first m urder trial in Adams 
county court in 12 years w ent to 
trial this m orning before a jury of 
five women and seven m en selected 
from ninong 41 Jurors called. 
B urke C urtis Scott, 16, L atim ore 
tow nship boy, held since O ctober 24 
in the shotgun d eath of his fath er, 
W arwick R obert S cott, is charged 
with m urder bv sta te police but Dis­ 
trict A ttorney J F rancis Yake, Jr., 
told tile Jury, as th e trial opened, 
th e C om m onw ealth is not asking tile 
death penalty for th e tall, light- 
haired youth who sits quietly but 
intently in court betw een his a tto r­ 
ney John P B utt. Esq., and Sheriff 
John E M illhlm es. 
Belection ot the Jury required lit­ 
tle m ore th a n a half hour th is m orn­ 
ing. Because Jurors' feelings tow ard 
capital punishm ent were not involv­ 
ed, the jurors were not questioned 
but faced tile d e fen d a n t until both 
attorneys had 
an 
opportunity 
to 
"challenge" them lf they wished 


Pleads N ot G uilty 
As th e case was called tor trial 
Mrs. E m m a E. S h eller, clerk of the 
courts, read the indictm ent to young 
S cott in w hich it is charged th a t 
"w ith m alice aforethought, lie did 
kill and slay" his fath er. T hen Mrs. 
Sheffer asked S cott how he pleads 
to tile charge He replied “Not guil­ 
ty." 
T hen Mrs. Sheffer asked th e boy 
how lie wished to be tried, His a n ­ 
sw er was: "By G od an d my coun­ 
tr y " T hen tile culling of Jurors be­ 
gan.

From earlier years, when castor 
oil was a "sovereign rem edy” in 
Am erican homes, this product has 
grown in economic im portance to 
m erit it serious consideration as a 
farm crop 
Although 
tropical in 
| origin, the castor bean plant can 
be grown successfully as far north 
! as southern Pennsylvania and south 
to the Potomac River and westward 
, through southern Ohio into Kansas, 
Missouri and Oklahoma. In fact, 
before the Civil W ar and for at 
least two decades after th a t period. 
I castor bean growing was prom inent 
I throughout the western end of this 
J designed region. 
Castor oil is deemed Indispensable 
i in the m anufacture of leather, tex- 
1 tiles, linoleum and oilcloth, paints 
i and varnishes, soap, printing inks 
and In numerous other roles where a 
» slow-drying vegetable oil is neces- 
i sary. Last year, for example, 10,- 
J 962.000 pounds entered into making 
! soap, 76.456.000 pounds into paints 
j and varnishes, and 1,735,000 pounds 
• in printing inks. In all. we consumed 
over 200.000.000 pounds, 
m ost of 
which was imported. In prew ar years 
we averaged an annual consum ption 
of 61,107,000 pounds, of which 57.- 
021.000 pounds came from foreign 
I countries.

war conditions caused ns to turn 
to the lowly castor bean again, al­

Prices Lower—Feed Higher 
Many of the poultrym rn question­ 
ed reported larger flocks this year 
than last 
but the prices are a lit­ 
tle lower this year and feed cosh 
have not dropped. In the records of 
some poultrym rn, higher produc­ 
tion costs are shown this year. 
H ie general retail price for live 
young turkeys is 40 to 42 cents a 
pound but with many turkeys being 
sold wholesale at 32 and 35 cents a 
jiound.
